German Lioyd’s big Mediterranean liner, the 
Prinzess Irene, with 2,100 sleepless persons 
aboard, roosted tonight on Lone Hill bar, a 
mile and a half east of the Lone Hill life sav- 
ing station, which ie less than fifty miles 
from thie harbor.

There are 235 passengers in the cab- 
ins. Most of them did not know they were 
stalled until they arose for breakfast. 

Although two-thirds of the steerage people 
are Italian and Greek immigrants, unable to 
understand the assurances of the officers, 
they were reasonabiy calm.

passengers.

Descendant of Old Hero. 

The reason for this is a faded. stained 
parchment which he carries about with him. 
This parchment bears the word “ attest- 
ment ”’ at the top and proclaims that Vasil! 
Boreze was created the Duke of Ropczea, 
Austria-Hungary, in the year A. D. 787. The 
little man is, or claims to be, none other than 
a direct descendant of Duke Vasili, and says 
that his name is Der Ritter Petru von Borcea, 
Duke of Ropezea. 
|The title was created because of the bra- 
very of Vasili Boreze, according to the parch- 
ment. It proclaims he gerved his king well 
during an Austrian’ war and that the duke- 
dom was presented to him @s a reward. 

The present duke is 27 years old, and his 
only living relation is his mother, who lives at 
Ropezea. During the generations since the 
title was created the family eetate had dwin- 
died away, and Duke Petru came to this 
country eight months ago to recuperate the 
lost fortune and to seek a bride. 


Bride? At That’s the Thing. 

The matrimonial part is by far the most 
important, Ritter Petru declared yesterday. 
He prefers a widow with no children and a 
comfortable dowry, but is willing to marry 
a young woman who has not yet worn marital 
ties, providing she suits him. . 

‘I want to marry some one with ehough 
money to start me in businegs,”” he said 
through an interpreter. “If I can find the 
right woman I will try to build up a fortune 
here and will not return to Austria.’’

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BOYS JAILED IN 
BLACK HAND PLOT 


Three Mere Striplings Admit 
They Wrote Many Threat- 
ening Letters. 


ARE DISCOVERED IN ‘DEN.’ 


There are certain features of the black 
hand scare which might be called ludicrous 
were it not for the fact that the Camorra 
has numbered thirty-nine unsolved murders 
within fifteen months. 

One of these queer turns developed last 
night when three striplin=s were taken into 
eustody by the police of the West Chicago 
These young men are ac- 
cused of having taken advantage of the 
reign of terror to seek “easy money ’”’ by 
penning black hand letters to persons with 
means. They had a regular ‘‘ black hand 
den.”” There they smoked cigarettes, read 
sensational literature and indicted the epis- 
tles which carried fear into homes where the 
postmen took them. 


Oldest Still in ’Teens.

Gersch and Koy, because of their youth, wege 
taken to the juvenile home. 

The cetectives have been searching for the 
blackmailers for the last three months fol- 
lowing a number of complaints made by per- 
sons who received the threatening Ictters. 
the latest of whom is William Desson,. 2034 
West Huron street, a grocer, who was threat- 
ened with death if he did not give up $500. 


‘Find Letter in Pocket. 
The boy was arrested by the detectives in 
the barn and when searched a letter was 
found in Knudland's pocket which had been 


written yesterday. , 

The boys have written from ‘fifteen to 
twenty letters, in each of which a demand 
was made for $500. Some of those receiving 
them are gpid to have bargained with the 
‘ Black Hand ” and bought security from an 
attack by the payment of $100 or $200. Last 
night the police received three letters written 
in Polish, which had been sent to Dr. David 
Drozdowicz, 863 Milwaukee avenue. 


WOMAN FINDS LOST JEWELRY. 


Drops Pearl Pendant and Recovers It 
When Hotel Detectives and 
Employes Fail. 

A woman's eyes proved sharper than those 
of the house detectives or other employés of 
the Congress hotel last night, when Mrs. G. 
B. Bogle of the Hotel Metropole picked up in 
Michigan boulevard in front of the hotel, a 
valuable pearl ear pendant she had lost three 
hours previously.

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TWO WOMEN HELD 
AS MYSTERY’S KEY 
-INDEATH OF BOHN 


Scandal Will Involve North 
Shore Man When Story of 
the Killing Is Told. 


NEW WITNESS PUT ON RACK 


Coroner Keeps Her Under Rain of 
Questions Until Physician 
Calls a Halt. 


CUNEO AGAIN IS QUESTIONED

The serious condition of a woman, made 
hysterical presumably by her guilty secret, 
forced Coroner Hoffman last night to post- 
pone the resumption of the inquest into the 
killing under the wheels of an automobile of 
John J. Bohn, editor of the Hotel World. 

Che same circumstance prevented the im- 
mediate exposure of a scanda] involving a 
north shere family. 

A member of thie family is said to, have 
been driving the machine under which Bohn's 
life was crushed out. Circumstances con- 
nected with the ride In the course of which 
the tragedy occurred are of such a character 
that the strongest kind of pressure has been 
brought to bear to prevent the coroner from 


getting the facts. 
Two Women in Custody. 


Coroner Hoffman, however, seems finally to 
have reached the bottom ofthe mystery. Two 
women. now secretly in his custody in this 
city after a long hunt through several states, 
hold the keys to the situation. One of them 
is Miss Annie Engel, who Aves on the fifth 
floor of the Gerald apartment building at 
Twenty-sixth and State streets, The other 
—the hystrical one—whose identity the 
coroner has persistently refused to divulge. 
virtually is a prisoner in Rdom 11, floor A of 
the Morrison hotel. | 


gers in the car under which the publisher 
was killed. There had been a night of drink- 
ing and finally. with the north shore man 
in the car, started across the city at arate 
that violated the automobile speed laws. 
Bohn at Sheridan road and Leland ave- 
nue got in the way of thiscar. The collision 
killed him, and the criver of the car, without 
waiting to see how badly bis victim ‘was hurt, 
tore on to the next station in his round of 
revelry. 


Death Causes Great Stir. 

After the ‘‘ joy riders’ had flashed out of 
sight. Bohn's body was picked up. He was 
identified and a great hue andcry was raised. 
The day following. an inquiry was set on 
foot. Through all of this the north shore man 
and his two women companions preeerved a 
terrified silence. 

At last, when every hope of finding the per- 
sons who were in the machine seemed gone, 
the coroner ran across a clew that took him 
out of the city. Step by step he followed the 
trail until it led him into Indiana. There he 
found the woman who is now4 prisoner at the 
Morrison hotel. The coroner has refused jo 
give an inkling ase to who she is. All that can 
be learned is that she is a woman about 20 
years of age. 

Woman Is Put on Rack. 

So carefully has Coroner Hoffman guarded 
the woman that her real name is not known 
even to Mrs. Mary E. Fitzgerald, matron of 
the Harrison street police station, who had 
her in charge. 

For the last three days she has been on 
the rack, the target of insistent questioning 
by the coroner, attorneys for the Bohn fam- 
ily, and the cetectives who have worked on 
all angles of the tragedy. At night the cor- 
oOner was warned by his physician that he 
would not be responsible for the effect of 
further sweating of the witness and she was 
given a respite until today. 

Coroner Hoffman has told intimate friends 
since the entrance of this new woman in the 
case that the Bohn tragedy has furnished 
the most baffling mystery which he has en- 
countered in the 34.000 cases he has handled 
since he went into office. In this woman 
witness it is said he has found one of the 
greatest stumbling blocks in his investiga- 
tion of the killing, 


Demands Story of Wild Ride. 
The coroner began the examination of the 
woman Tuesday morning after she had been 
brought to Chicago from an Indiana town. 
All day he shot interrogations at her about 
the night of the tragedy, the flying auto trip 
she is said to have made in the company of 
the other woman, and the identity of her 
companions of the wild ride. Some of her 
responses raised the hopes of the coroner to 
the belief that the solution of the mystery 
was in sight. Others added to its tangles. 
Throughout the day the questioning lasted 
and attorneys “spelled off’ the coroner. 
With only a slight rest the woman was sub- 
mitted to the continuation of the sweating 
ordeal at night. Wednescay morning the 
endless questioning continued and Wednes- 
day might, nervous and brain racked, she 
submitted to further examination. Yester- 
day with questions sti]l unanswered the au- 
thorities sought by further catechising to 
reach the bottom of the woman s know ledge, 
of circumstances of the tragedy night ana 
the coroner's physician called a halt. 


Doctor Fears for Her Mind. 

\ Dr. H. G. W. Reinhardt, coroner's physi- 
cian, is said to have been the man who 
warned the ‘coroner that further efforts to 
make the witness talk might result in her 
collapse and prevent her appearance in the 
witness chair this afternoon. She was 
promptly turned over to Matron Fitzgerald 
with orders that she was not to be disturbed 
in her quarters at the hotel. 

The matron at night refused to allow fn- 
terviewers to see her charge. 

“The coroner's orders must be obeyed 
strictly.” she said. “ He told me to allow no

OGLESBY NOT A CATSPAW. 


Publicity Blocks Plan of Foes 
to Entangle the Work of 
Digging Out Bribery 
Facts, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., April 6.—[ Special. }—Mas- 
ter minds and master hands are now at work 
manipulating men and wealth and influence 
to siay the Helm senate investigating com- 
mittee in its startlingly successful jiabor uf 
tearing the veil of secrecy and anonymity 
from “‘ the men behind " and “ the men high- 
er up’ in the Lorimer election scandal. 

Springfield is aflame with excitement over 
the revelations made and dread over those 
to come and “ the interests "’ and the polit- 
ical powers which represent them are laying 
mines to stop the inquisition into the Hines 
$100,000 slush fund. 

The attempt to “use” Lieut. Gov. Oglesby 
in this matter was practically abandoned to- 
day when the press made public the substance 
of the arguments at last night's caucus, and 
it is believed the Lorimer men in the house 
will not risk an open conflict by fighting the 
appropriation for the conduct of the investi- 
gatian. 


Subtle Means Will Be Used. 

More subtle means than these will be used 
to prevent the publication of the remaining 
chapters of the story: **How an Illinois 
Senator Is Made,” by Edward Hines, Nelson 
W. Aldrich, et al. 

One of the most dangerous of these plans 
is torush through the appropriation bills next 
week and adjourn sine die. It ig asserted this 
would leave the committee helpless and that 
witnesses could refuse to answer with im- 
punity, as there would be no body in existence 
with power to punish them. 

If this is attempted, however, friends of the 
committee will seek to have a resolution 


adopged giving the committee specifically 
power to continue its work through the re- 
cess, and then obtain an adjournment, not 
sine die, but until fall, the fall meeting being 
for the purpose of reapportioning the state in 
accordance with legislation expected from the 
new congress. 

That the committee can conclude its work 
during the present session seems impossible. 
There already are a score of witnesses in 
addition to Edward Tilden, who appeared 
here today, and Térmer Senator Hopkins and 
former State Senator Cyril R. Jandus, who 
are under subpcene and awaiting the call of 


the commi.tee 


New Mines of Evidence Opened. 

Every session thus far has opened new 
‘‘leads’’ not hitherto touched by any of the 
months of investigation by two grand juries 
and a committee of the United States senate. 

Senators Ettelson, McKenzie, and Burton, 
and possibly Hay, Attorney Healy, and In- 
vestigator Coan will be in Chicago tomorrow, 
but it was sald tonight there was not apt to be 
any meeting until Thursday of next week. 

Mr. Tilden was not told on what day he 
would be wanted, but he will be informed 
later. It had been intended to hold a session of 
the committee this morning, but after the ad- 
journment yesterday all the witnesses known 
to have been subpcenaed were notified of the 
change of plans. 

Mr. Tilden had been served with a subpeena 
unknown to any member of the committee.

Attorney Thomas J. Dawson, former state 
senator, who added to his fame in Springfield 
by acting as ‘syndicate’ attorney to the 
members of the ‘‘In Bad club” during the 
local grand jury investigation and subsequent 
trials, also was an escort to Mr. Tilden. 


Former Legislator Awaits Ordeal. 

Mr. Tilden was not the only friend of Attor- 
ney Dawson who was in town during the day 
in response to a supcna from the Helm 
committee. Johnson Lawrence, a farmer of 
Polo, Ogle county. a former Republican mem- 
ber of the house, and one of those who voted 
for Mr. Lorimer. was in the city for the sec- 
ond time in connection with that vote. He 
was the first man for whom State's Attorney 
Burke issued a subpoena, but it was some 
months before the process servers were able 
to catch him and get him to Springfield. He 
has been known as one of the “ weak sisters "’ 
of the Lorimer crowd. 

Mr. Lawrence was In a highly excited state 
when he was told that he could not be heard 
today, but must come back next week. He 
told friends that rather than wait another 
week for the ordeal he would disregard his 
subpcena and leave the state

Washipgton, D. C., April 6.—[ Special. }~ 
This was a day replete with sensations in the 
renewed agitation of the Lorimer bribery 
scandal precipitated by the disclosures of 
the “ men higher up " made before the state 
senate committee at Springfield, I). 

Notwithstanding the premonitions ard rum- 
blings that reached Washirgton in the dis- 
patches last evening the storm broke unex- 
pectedly and increased in violence as the 
day wore on. 

The receipt of the details of the account of 
the raising of the corruption fund by Edward 
Hines and Edward Tilden evoked a number 
of hurriedly called conferences of senators 
early in the day. 

At one of these conferences attended by 
all of the progressive Republican senators, a 
resolution was framed calling upon the sen- 
ate to reopen the Lorimer inquiry and nam- 
ing a committee of five new members to un~ 
dertake the investigation. 


La Follette Explodes the Bomb. 

Fifteen minutes after the United States 
senate convened :Senator La Follette, amié 
intense although suppressed excitement. ex- 
ploded the bomb by introducing this resolu. 
tion and asking that it lie upon the table 
subject to call 

By the middle of the afternoon the “ old 
guard" Republicans who engineered the 
Loimer whitewash at the last session were 
seeking to induce Senator McLean, the new 
member from Connecticut, to decline to serve 
on the committee for which he was named in 
the resolution. 

Evidence was plentiful that the “old 
guard " will seek to stave off another inquiry 
and failing in that will refuse to participate, 
leaving the whole affair to the progressives 
and Democrats. 

Other developments indicated a convic- 
tion on the part of many Republican senators 
that the unseating of Lorimer by the new 
senate is inevitable and that pressure should 
be brought to bear on the Illinois boss te 
resign in order to avert the storm so far ag 
the senate is concerned. 


Shuts Out the Vice President. 

The import of the resolution introduced by 
Mr. La Follette is unparalleled For the firat 
time in the history of the senate the vice 
president {is not given the privilege of Dam- 
ing the members of a special committee. The 
reason for this is obvious 
The resolution condemns by implication the 
action of the senate in the last congress tn 
whitewashing William Lorimer by a vote of 
46 to.40 and calls for the creation of a new 
committee of five members to conduct an- 
other investigation and report its conclu- 
sions. It is proposed that this further In- 
quiry be made by senators who never .ave 
passed upon the evidence previously acduced 
and to that end the resolution names a com- 
mittee of five senators who took their seats 
in the upper house for the first time on last 
Tuesday.

Unbiased Committee Is Sought. 
All except seventeen of the present meme 
bers of the senate have given their verdicts 
on the charges of’ bribery In the election of 
Senator Lorimer im Lllinots. Of the hold- 
over members thirty-eight voted against 
Mr. Lorimer and thirty-six voted for him. 
There are seven holdover members of the 
committee on privileges and elections which 
conducted the first investigation. All of 
these seven voted for the Lorimer white- 
wash. They are Senators Dillingham,

Johnstown, Pa., April 6—[Special.)—

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CLEAN UP THE LORIMER SCANDAL NOW, 


DECLARES THE WASHINGTON TIMES. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 6—[Spe- 
cial.]—The Washington Times today 
printed the following editorial, 
under the caption, “ Clean Up the 
Lorimer Scandal at Once.” 

“The United States senate cannot too 
quickly undo the discreditable work of last 
session in connection with the Lorimer case. 
It was plain from the beginning of the ‘ in- 
vestigation’ by the Burrows committee that 
there was no purpose of seriously going after 
the truth. 

“The honor of the whole senate is involved 
in this performance of the committee on 
privileges and elections. It is the more se- 
riously involved, because the senate gave & 
majority vote in favor of retaining Lorimer. 

“'One of two conclusions must be ac- 
cepted. Either the committee did not want 
to know about the disgraceful corruption 
back of the Lorimer election, or else it was 
childisMy incompetent for its task. The 
former explanation is obviously correct. 

“Such. contempt of public opinion, such 
calloused cynicism, such reckless disregard 
of donsequences as were displayed by the 
comimittee and by the senate majority that 
favored Lorimer fairly pass’ comprehension. 

" Sensational revelations have been 
brought out by a committee of the INMinois 
state senate. Editor Kohlsaat of the Chi- 
cago Record-Herald has told of receiving 
information that a $100,000 fund was used 
to elect Lorimer. Mr. Kohlsaat declined to 
tell the legislative committe how he knew 
this. and was threatened with jall for con- 
tempt. Thereupon Clarence Funk, general 
manager of the International Harvester com- 
pany, came forward and told the committee 
he had given the facts to Mr. Kohlsaat; that 
he had been asked by Edward Hines. million- 
aire lumber dealer and lobbyist, to be one of 
ten to contribute $10,000 each to this fund. and 
that Hines named Edward Tilden, one of the 
leading figures in the meat trust, 4s the 
treasurer of this fund. 

‘Hines’ relations to the lumber schedule 
of the Payne act, his leadership in the financ- 
ing of the Lorimer election, and his activities 
in defense of Lorimer’s right to his seat were 
perfectly understood by the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections. 

‘This whole ‘slush fund’ story has been 
known for months past in Washington and 
Chicago. Without doubt, the senate commit- 
tee could have developed the legal proofs, 
but it did not seek them. Its whole proced- 
ure suggested desire to avoid such discov- 
eries. 

“Instead of going after the full facts that 
might have been had and that are now com- 
ing Out, the senate’took the preposterous 
ground that men. who told of receiving 
bribes were perjuring themselves; that a 
bribe taker could not be believed when, after 
confessing his own guilt, he im plicated 
others in the same crime. 

“In the Hight of things now developing

“Senator Crawford told the plain truth 
when he declared the whole atmosphere sur- 
rounding the Lorimer election was charged 
with the suggestion of corruption. 

‘It is well at this time to recall the names 
of the senators who composed the elections 
committee that made this preciaus ‘ investi- 
gation’ and recommended the whitewash of 
Lorimer. They were Burrows of Michigan, 
Depew of New York, Bevericge of Indiana, 
Dillingham of Vermont, Gamble of South 
Dakota, Heyburn of Idaho, Bulkeley of Con- 
necticut. Bailey of Texas, Frazier of Tenne- 
see, Paynter of Kentucky, Johnston of Ala- 
bama, and Fletcher of Florida. Beveridge 
and Frazier constituted the minority which 
protested against the whitewash, and Bey- 
eridge, with Frazier’s indorsement, intro- 
duced the resolution to exclude Lorimer.

Seek Best Party Aids. 

The prophecies were based on conclusions 
that the Demecrats wil! make their first de- 
mands for the chairmanships of the finance 
committee, which pays $5,000a year, the local. 
transportation committee, and the committee 
on elections, which will handle the task of 
redistricting the city, and therefore one that 
can be used with telling effect for party 
benefit. | 

The Republican members of the committee 
are prepared to relinquish apy claim to the 
finance leadership. Ald. Charles M. Foell, the 
present incumbent, accepted it upon the resig- 
nation of Ald. B. W. Snow with the under- 
standing that he would not hold it except for 
the remainder of his term. 

It generally is conceded that Ald. John A. 
Richertof the Fourth ward will step into his 
shoes, as his only rival, Ald. Peter Reinberg 
of the Twenty-sixth, cannot leave his green- 
house business sufficiently to take up the 
work It is probable that he will take Rich- 
ert’s place as head of the elections committee, 
and the chief candidate for the head of the 
local transportation thus far advanced is Ald.

Merriam 
as chairman, to map out the organization 
plan whose goal is control of the Repub- 
lican party in Chicago and Cook county, co- 
operating with similar organizations in other 
counties of Illinois and in other states. Those 
mamed for this immediate task are the fol- 
lowing, one from each of the ten congres- 
siona! districts in the county, are the follow- 
ing:

“ I started as a ninety-day man,” said Tom

Huey and Lloyd G. Kirkland, 
who have represented the Bohn family 
throughout the investigation into Mr. Bohn’s 
ceath, refused to say what developments 
might be expected today at the inquest at 
Bentley’s undertaking rooms, 4525 Evanston 
avenue. They intimated many new circum-

Story in Her Discovery.

At one session of the inquest 
hearing on March 17 Miss Mabel Swift, 4722 
Sheridan road, testified that the driver of 
the death car bore a close resemblance to 
Rositto. Police and investigators from the 
coroner's office brought out the fact that 
one of the Cuneo machines had a broken 
lamp, and witnesses of the accident declared 
that the automobile whicn ran down Mr. 
Bohn was similarly disabled. 


First Told of Women. 

It was Miss Swift also who first told the 
Police that there were women in the speed - 
ing machine and she said she heard a wom- 
an's voice say almost at the instand that 
Mr. Bohn’s body was flung twenty feet 
from the path of the speeders: 

“Look what we have done; let’s get out 
of here.’’ 

“There were two women in the Mmousine 
part of the machine,”’ she insisted. “* There 
was the chauffeur and another man as well.” 

Mr. Cuneo at that time claimed the damage 
to the front part of his car was done in- 
tentionally by his driver in running up 
against the Rush street bridge to avoid a 
collision with a buggy while Mr. Cuneo was 
on his way to his residence, 4278 Hazel ave- 
nue, from his place of business.

Trades- 
men by the score know of the purchases and 
the reported pilfering of the Armour strong 
box supplied the missing lnk. 

One firm of brokers is said to have han- 
dled about $80,000 worth of the stolen bonds.

FIRST TIME IN HISTORY. 


Declares Action on Zemstvo Law 
Has Weakened Faith in 
the Emperor. 


—— 


ST PETERSBURG, April 6—The counc!! 
of the empire met in solemn session today 
and, for the first time in its history, adopted 
an interpellation attacking the government. 

The vote was 08 to 52. and followed a disecus- 
sion devoted to criticism of the action of the 
government in promulgating the zemstyo 
bill by imperial prerogative during an arti- 
ficially created recess of the legislative body. 

The council of the empire last month turned 
cown the essential feature of Premier Stoly- 
pin's meagrure establishing the zemstvo fea- 
ture In the government of the western prov- 
inces. 

The premier thereupon decided to make an 
issue of the right of the emperor's nominees 
in the counctl] to kill a bill which the czar had 
authorized the ministers to carry, and of- 


Premier Insists on Own Way. 

The premier’s consent to reconsider his 
resignation is supposed to have been condl- 
tional upon having his way in the new leg- 
isiation. At any rate, the emperor pro- 
rogued, both the council of the. empire and 
the duma for three days, and promulgated 
the zemstvo bill. by ftmperial] prerogative by 
virtue of paragraph 8&7 of the fundamental] 
laws. 

The walleries were crowded when .the dis- 
cussion of the interpellation opened today. 
The ministers were not present. Prince 
Troubetskoy, on behalf of the forty-five sign- 
ers, declared the government had violated 
the normal] course of legislation and the sta- 
pility of the fundamental laws reposing in 
solemn imperial ukases 


Declares Trust in Ruler Shaken. 

Senator Naryshkin, spokesman for the con- 
servatives, said the members of his party 
were not worried over the constitutional 
guarantees, but the government's action had 
ghaken the trust of the people in the em- 
peror’s word. 

Prof. Kovalevsky, representing the left 
wing, declared that the council of ministers 
had usurped legislative functions. Its action 
meant that the council of ministers claimed 
a decisive voice in case of Gisagreement be- 
tween the upper and the lower chamber. 


OUTLINES POLICY OF ITALY. 


Premier Giolitti Declares the Matter 
of Electoral Reforms Is of 
Prime Importance. 


ROME, Apri! 6.—Premier Giovanni Gliolitti 
presented his associates in the new cabinet to 
parilament|today, and outlined the policy to 
be pursued.

10 GUARD IRISH TRADE MARK 


Taft and Redmond in Accord for 
New American Law. 


PRESIDENT PROMISES AID. 


Will Lay the Matter Before Congress 
at Regular Session. 


LONDON, April 6—John E. Redmond, 
leader of the Lrish parliamentary party, has 
given out the corrrespondence between him- 
self and President Taft concerning a propo- 
sition to secure special} legislation protection 
in the United States of the Irish national 
trademark. 

In a letter dated March 11 Mr. Redmond 
calls attention to the increase of exports 
from Ireland to the United States, and says 
that an attempt was made recentiy by an 
American citizen to procure the registration 
of a mark identical in design with the Irish 
mark. 


Asked to Use Influence. 

In view of the injurious effect'such an 
attempt, if successful, would have on the 
export of Irish goods, and because the Ameri- 
can laws have no provision by which the 
national trademark of Ireland can be regis- 
tered as in the United Kingdom, Mr. Red- 
mond asks the president to use his ‘‘ power- 
ful influence in securing the passage of a 
especial act recognizing the Irish national 
trademark,”” so that it may obtain registra- 


Replying to this letter on March 20, Prest- 
dent Taft writes: “I think such a provision 
would be a fair and equitable one.” The 
president adds that he is getting opinions 
on the subject from the secretary of the in- 
terior and the commissioner of patents, 


To Inform Congress. 

In a letter dated March 27 the president 
etates he is forwarding copies of letters from 
the secretary and the commissioner, which 
had not been given out, concerning the 
proposition to amend the law by making 
provision for national trademarks.

STATE SECRETS SENT OUT. 


Documents Said to Show the Re- 
public Favors Great Britain 
Rather than Russia. 


PARIB, Apri} 6.—The authorities are main- 
taining the stMctest reticence as to the na- 
ture of the documents which M. Rowet, aged 
22, a son of a former consul to Bagdad, and 
who is an official of the foreign office, is 
charged with having communicated to M. 
Maimon, an Anglo-Egyptian journalist. - 
These two men, together with Maimon’sseoc- 
retary, Palliez, were arrested yesterday, and 
must answer the charge of high treason. 

It is reported that the documents consist 
of confidential notes sent by M. Pichon, the 
foreign minister, to the French ambassador 
at Constantinople, on the subject of pour- 
pariers relative to the Bagdad railway, 
showing that the pourparlers tended to favor 
Great Britain's policy rather than Ruesia’s.

best melted butter I ever tasted in my life.” 

Differences in melted butter! Yes, certainly, 
great differences. No superior cook uses any- 
thing but the very best butter in cooking and 
for sauces; like melted butter, -it is seasoned 
and manipulated with great skill. When but- 
ter is cooked with flour it must be thoroughly 
done—cooked at least ten minutes. 

Nothing can be much cruder than some melt- 
ed butters. These almost ruin a fine piece of 
broiled fish when poured over it, or, on the 
other hand, may enhance a piece of smoked 
finnan haddie until it become a real grace to 
the most exquisite table. 

There are many garnishment butters which 
are simple and add much to the appearance 
and taste of a dish,“but these are rarely seen 
nowadays. Even our butter dessert sauces, the 
most famillar of which Is the hard sauce, are 
not as well known as formerly, because we do 
not pay the attention to all kinds of “ acces- 
sories”’ as cooks once did. 

The fruit butters are now mostly commercial 
products, although there are cooks who know 
how to make excellent ones even of dried 
fruits.

Maitre d'Hotel Butter.—Put one ounce of 
butter in a bowl with a teaspoon of finely 
chopped parsley, adding juice of one-half 
lemon. Mingle well with @ little nutmeg and 
keep in a cool place until needed.—F. O. R. 

Lemon Butter for Baked Fish.—Cream well 
two tablespoons of butter. Add one teaspoon

“A SAGA OF THE SUNBEAM,” by Horace 
G. Hutchinson (Longmans, Green Co.), who, 
with his wife, was one of the gucsts on the 
trip, is a log of a journey from Dover port to 
Iceland, thenee to Newfoundland, and finally 
to Montreal. and back to England, in the sum- 
mer of 1910.

of this city. In 1886 Mr. Lippincott succeed- 
ed his ‘father as president of the publishing 
company. He is survived by his widow, a 
daughter, Mrs. Samuel K. Reeves, a son, 
Jay B. Lippincott, and a brother, J. Bertram 
Lippincott.

INEVITABLE. 

The exposure of the inner machinery of 
the Lorimer election, while it is a “ sensa- 
tion ” in the colloquial sense of the word, is 
not surprising. 

It was inevitable. When the truth is the 
property of so many men, the most certain 
of all things is that it will out. 

An affair like the Lorimer scandal makes 
itself known at first by an intangible but 
pervasive odor. But a rotten fabric. will 
mot hold. It will surely break. It broke 
in the White confession and in the confes- 
sions which followed. It broke more hope- 
lessly in the revelation made by Mr. Funk, 
and it will break again, and again, until the 
truth stands naked and unescapable. 


COMPLIMENTING MISS ADDAMS. 

A perfect little tribute was paid to Miss 
Jane Addams by Mr. Tom Curran, member 
of the house of: representatives from this 
city, when he told her at a committee hear- 
ing that she was the “greatest trouble 
maker in Chicago.” 

The Hon. Tom’s idea of a trouble maker 
coincides precisely with other people’s idea 
of a good citizen. It is Mr. Curran’s mis- 
fortune to have to be surly in‘ his compli- 
ments, but his sincerity cannot be doubted. 


——— 
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NOT ENOUGH TRAINED SOLDIERS. 

Lord Roberts says that Great Britain has 
not enough men with the training of the so]- 
dier. American army men will al] say that 
that is equally true of this country. They 
will agree with Lord Roberts that “one 
man, if carefully trained and well dis- 
ciplined, is worth at least six undisciplined 
and insufficiently trained volunteers.” They 
will admit, as would he, that if time were 
given the six men could be converted into 
perfect soldiers, but the enemy wovld not 
be likely to give the time. What is needed 
is the largest possible trained force at the 
moment when a blow is to be struck or to be 
gvarded off. 

Pvery army man knows what would hap- 
pen if the United States were suddenly 
plunged into a war where a considerable 
land force was required. The regular army 
would be ready for immediate service. 
Probably it has not quite reached the point 
of perfection. Gen. Wood thinks it has, but 
it certainly is a better military instrument 
than it was ten years ago. 9Then there 
would be the national guard regiments, 
some fairly well trained and some not. 

And then what? Why, the volunteers, as 
many as were called for and more. Camps 
of instruction would be established where 
the “rude militia’’ might be licked into 
shape. If intelligent, sanitary regulations 
were not rigorously enforced the loss of life 
would be greater in the camps than in the 


field. And from the camps partially trained - 


soldiers might have to be hurried to meet 
the trained troops of the enemy. In the 
meantime he would not be idle. 

There should be available for imntediate 
military service more trained men than there 
now are. One means to that end is an in- 
crease in the numbers and efficiency of the 
pational guard.

Nothing is more costly 
than the transformation of raw material into 
trained soldiers after a war breaks out.

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THE VICE REPORT. 


bardly 


The vice commission is to be 
blamed if the summary of its investigations 
of the socia! evil in Chicago and in other 
cities does not provide a novel solution, 
Dealing with a problem which began with 
civil society, the commission report repre- 
sents fairly the principal, points of view 
which men hold toward it—the religious, the 
social, the-economic. 

The commission reminds us that " until 
the heart of man is changed we cannot hope 
to annihilate the social evil,” nevertheless 
we are admonished of our duty te do what 
may. be done to mitigate this evil by wise in- 
dividual and organized effort. To,this end 
numerous recommendations are made, some 
of them so obviously sound as to permit no 
debate. Among these are the recommenda- 
tions for vocational! training of girls in con- 
tinuation schools between the ages of 14 
and 16, the extension of public recreation 
facilities for young people under a stricter 
regulation, the establishment.of municipal 
dance halls under proper surveillance, and 
the prohibition of public dances in buildings 
where liquor is sold. 

There is the usual demand for stricter 
enforcement of existing and ordi- 
nances, prosecution of procurers and house 
keepers, and for much tightening up of the 
machinery of prosecution

and police. 

The proposal of a “ morals commission” 
and a “morals court” is one which’Should 
be considered carefully before adopuon. 
Commissions are helpless without active 
public opinion back of them, and aroused 
public opinion is capable of getting results 
even from the police. The mayor and the 
chief of police are a morals commission al- 
ready in existence. 
mission now proposed be, in the long run, 
any less subject to conditions which deter ac- 
tiog by these present agencies of law en- 
forcement? If the recommendations of the 
report as to the disciplining of grafting or 
negligent policemen are carried out, a mor- 
als commission will not be necessary, and if 
they are not carried out it wil] be because of 
political and other reasons which in time 
would overcome the morals commission and 
its machinery. 

One of the chief causes of the evils sought 
to be avoided by a morals commission is the 
system of grafting, blackmaiing, and con- 
nivance at law breaking by the police. But 
this cannot fail to result where a communi- 
ty refuses to recognize the social] evil and 
regulate it by law. The vice report itself 
accepts the permanency and inevitability of 
the social evil to the extent of postponing 
hope of its eradication till that millenniai 
day when the heart of man shall be changed. 
Yet it cites with approval the undoubted 
fact that public opinion will not countenance 
the recognition and legalization of inevitable 
conditions. 

This being our paradox, we must accept 
the defects of extra-legal methods which. 
are profoundly demoralizing to officials and 
ought to be more obnoxious to our Anglo- 


Saxon conscience than the forma! recogni- | 


tion of any social fact. 


Upon the question of segregation the re- | 


port leaves the reader “in the air.” Segre- 


gation is condemned as defective, but it is | 


not explained what the alternative is. If, 
as the report acknowledges, annihilation is 
not possible until the heart of man is 
changed, the only alternative to segregation 
is dissemination. 
semination as against segregation are not 
declared. 

Just what is the commission’s solution of 
this difficulty? 

The most important aspect of the report is 
its direction of the public mind to the fact 
that the social evil is a phase of the social 
problem in the broadest and deepest sense, 
The older attitude toward the social] evi] 
was the religious or moral attitude. It is 
well we should understand that poverty is 
the prolific mother of vice. The inadequate 
Wage not only starves the body. It denies 
the natural needs of human beings for com- 
mon comforts, for decency, for food, 
warmth, raiment, social intercourse. It 
denies the instinct for happiness. It breaks 
down the will and throws every temptation 
into the path of the young. 

Sex sins will continue “ until the heart of 
man is changed.” But the social evil is a 
social problem, and the main cause is to be 
found in the economic maladjustment which 
leaves so large a class upon the narrow edge 
of bare subsistence. 

The most useful concrete recommenda- 
tions of the report deal with practical meas- 
ures of child welfare. Provide more means 
of wholesome enjoyment for the children 
and help them to a higher level of seif-help 
through sensible education, and the chief 
“supply ” of the unfortunate and crimina] 
class will be checked at the source. 

IS THERE A DEADLOCK? 

The speculators, the business men, the 
legislators at Washington, and al! others. 
who are interested in the outcome of the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco cases 
are at a loss to understand why the Supreme 
court does not hand down opinions. It was 
confidently expected that it would do so Jast 
Monday,-and distinguished visitors—such 
men as Gov. Harmon and Elihu Root 
among them—crowded the courtroom to 
hear the anti-trust law expounded. 

Another disappointment. The justices 
were mum. As they have had nearly three 
months in which to consider the arguments 
in these two cases, their delay in announcing 
a conclusion is wearing on the nerves rot 
merely of Wall street but of the great in- 
dustrial organizations other than those 4j- 
rectly attacked which would themselves be

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When Edward VII. became king he sev- 
ered his connection with most of the clubs

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EXPERT SWIMMER IN TANK 
George H. Corsan Will ive Ex- 
hibition at ‘Y. M. C. A. 


SEEKS TO AID NOVICES. 


| Declares He Can Teach Sport to Any 
Person in Only Four Lessons, 


George H. Corsan of New York, whe has 
been secured by the Young Men’s Christian 
association as its head expert in Bwimming, 
will lecture and give an exhibition at Central 
tank on Monéay night. 

When the Young Men’s Christian associa- + 
tion ciscovered that Corsan had a way and 
method Sy which he could make a person 
master the principles of swimming in a few 
hours it made a demand for every hour of 
his service. The association had been en- 
gaged for years in its camps and 208 nata- 
toriums in teaching members to swim. 

A group of volunteer swimming instruc- 
tors at Kensington branch, Philadelphia, 
had extended their teaching to the boys of 
the poorer quarter of the city so effectively 
that it suggested the idea of teaching men 
and boys everywhere the art of swimming, 
that by this means {t might reduce the an- 
nuaktoli of-death which came thr .h the 
lack of knowledge of the art of handling 
one’s self in the water. 

Boys Come in Droves. 

The boys of the public schools were invited 

to come for a week to an association swim- 
ming pool with Corean, and later with his 
son, who is as expert as himself, to teach 
them by his method. They came by the 
hundreds. The calls have since become so 
general that a third man, one of Corsan's 
training. ts to te added to the force of in- 
structors. 
Instruction is going on as vigorously in 
the winter as/the summer time. The swim- 
ming hole, the river, lake, and the public 
baths are teaching places. Just now one 
of the instructors is making an extended 
trip through Canada, along the Pacific coast, 
and through the south, epending a week in 
each of twenty cities, giving instruction to 
the school boys without fees and without 
limitation. 


Schools Take Up Swimming. 

As a result of the association's efforts to 
teach public school scholars to swim severa! 
school boards have introduced this as a 
compulsory feature in the schoo! curriculuin. 
One large city has turned over to the asso- 
ciation the task of giving inctruction. Other 
cities send their school boys during schoo! 
time to the association pool for instruction. 

As this work thus far has been elementary 
the physical department of the internatione! 
committee is arranging advanced courses 
in swimming and life-saving, for which 
awards will be given. Life-saving corps 
will be organized and a thorough sysiem of 
instruction perfected.

DOUBLE TRACKING 


Kruttschnitt Talks of Union 
and Southern -acific 
Improvements. 


WORK IS SOON TO BEGIN. 


Will Inelude Harriman Lines 
from the Missouri River to 
the Coast. 


New, York, April 6.—[{Specia!.]—Plans for 
the double tracking of the Harriman system 
from the Missoyri river to the Pacific, recent- 
ly authorized by the directors, have been com- 
pleted and preparations are under way for 
beginning the work. 

This announcement was made tocey by 
Julius Kruttschnitt, vice president and di- 
rector of maintenance of the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific roads. 

‘* The work will begin at a number of places 
at the same time,” said Mr. Kruttsehnitt 
“One stretch will be from Bernicia, Cal., 
near San Francisco, to Sacramento, about 
sixty miles. 
Southern Pacific goes over this piece of track. 
Willing this gap will give a double track from 
San Francisco to Colfax. The facilities of 
the ferry at Bernicia also wil! be doubled to 
accommodate the increased traffic 


Stretch at Salt Lake Cutoff. 

“Another stretch will be at the end of the 
Salt Lake cutoff. In connection with it there 
will be some changes of the line and reduction 
of grades, which will improve the train load- 
ing on the Central Pacific. We shall build a 
low grade line up the mountain and use the 
present high grade line for the down traffic, 
as is often done in such cases. 

“The Union Pacttic will be double tracked 
from Julesburg, Colo., west about 100 miles, 
and from Ogden to Farmington, Utah. It is 
already double tracked from Farmington to 
Salt Lake.”’ 

Orders -were placed today for 72,000 tons of 
rails for the Harriman lines, but this Mr. 
Kruttschnitt explained was for maintenance. 
The order for rails for the double tracking 
will come some time in the surmmer after the 
grading and other preliminary work has 
been well advanced 


Order for Rails Is Divided.
